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Plan Motor Industries 
Building at Montreal 


By ROY CARMICHAEL 
ONTREAL, May 15.—Thc 

p trend of the automobile busi- 
ness toward the west end of Mon- 
treal seems to be definitely estab- 
lished, with the official announce- 
ment that a modern motor exhibi- 
tion building, stores and service 
stations, together with automobile 
shewrooms, and possibly feur big 
apartment blocks, are to be built 
at a total cost of more than $6,500,- 
000 on the old Montreal baseball 
park, bounded by St. Catherine 
Street West, Atwater, Wood and 
Western Avenues. 

The building of the new Motor 
Industries Building. as it is to be 
called, on St. Catherine Street West, 
from the southwest corner of At- 
water, however. will tend to con- 
tralize the automobile industry in 
this part of the city, because the 
ground floor of this building will be 
used entirely for motor showrooms, 
for which purposes practically all 
have been leased even before a 
steam shovel has started to exca- 
vate. 

It will have a frontage on St. 
Catherine Street of 500 feet and on 
Atwater Avenue of 370 feet. The 
second and third stories will be util- 
ized for exhibition purposes. The 
building will be constructed of con- 
crete; it will be fireproof and fitted 
with the sprinkler system. An im- 
posing main entrance to the exhibi- 
tion floors will be provided on St. 
Catherine Street. 

In the rear of the Motor Indus- 
tries Building will be a big concrete 
and fireproof garage measuring 470 
by 105 feet, which will provide ac- 
commodation for 400 cars. In this 
building there will be approximately 
100,000 square feet of service space 
available for rental by motor com-
